Harry Kelly Favorite of the Five and Has Grown Reflected in Increased Nominations to Maple Leaf 
into a Strapping Big Colt. Stanley Produce Stakes at Woodbine. 



rincinnati, Ohio. March 10. — Appreciation of the 
n'Uorts of tlie L:ituiiia .loekey Clui) in putting on the 
ihig ('!i:iinpionsliip Stak'*s for 1019 h:is biM*n sliown 
in th<‘ litM'ral <*ntry list, which that association 
has reeeiv<Ml. Four hiiiiflred and fifty -nine e<dts and 
fillies have had tludr first entmiice f<H‘ of tt'ii 
doll.irs paid. Twent.v-two of these came from 
England. si.\ from France, one from ('uha, many 
from ('.anad.i and nearl.v every st.ate in the union 
is repr«‘sente<l, Ninet.v-nine bn‘eders and horsemen 
have contribute*! their part to winning the big 
stake by entering the lM*st they have on tiadr farms. 
1’his huge entry list insures a st.ake of at le.ast 
Jt.70.000 net to the winiuT. Tlie entry list has 
uverwladme*! m.in.ager Ilachmeister and A. It. 
Hancock, sponsors of the stake. They believed that 
if 3<K> entrh's were nn-eived their efforts would 
Hh* well awanled. but when the grand total of 459 
t‘ntri‘*s was n^cadved tlieir joy was unlMuinded. 

The entries from England, twenty-two in number, 
wer(‘ cabled as were the six from France, so the 
p*‘digrees have n<»t :is yet Inum received, but will 
be along in a few days or weeks. 

Practically every stallion of any class whatso- 
ever has representation in the list ami some of 
tiiem were even unheard of by manager Ilach- 
meister.

Hanley, effected one of the best things of the 
meeting, when Paulson won the fourth race at 
Oriental Park this afternoon. It was a dash of 
five ami a half furlongs, in which Paulson met 
a fast band. He was ridden by Mink and led the 
i.thers for tlie entire way and w'on with speed in 
reserve by thnn* lengths from Afterglow. Paulson 
was backed from S to 3, at which piice he went 
to the iMist favorite. 

Mink also had tlie mount on Shudrach, winner of 
the .siH'ond race. 

'J’he W. (». Stoner stable was mm h in the lime- 
light and furnished the winner in tlu> oiauiing race 
in Frontier, while Lucille IL, from the same stable, 
won th<‘ third. 

Well-backed horws swept the curd and a ma- 
jorit.v of the races furnish«‘d goo<! coutests. 

The closest finish of the afteriuHin came in the 
sixth, when Dulgcr lM*ut ('apt. Fredricks by a nose.

Louisville. Ky., March 10.— Among the list of 
muniiiati'rs to this year’s Kentucky I)«*rby, the nam«* 
of John W. Schorr o<*cupies a position of promi- 
nence as siKmsor for no less than five of the 
aspirants for the coveted prize. But this is not 
the only factor that brings the Memiihis stable 
to the forefront when the Derby is under discus- 
sion. Wli.’it m;ik(‘s the stable loom up large as .a 
determining factor in this .vear’s contest is t!ie 
presence of the stable’s crack colt Harry Kelly 
aniong the Schorr eligibles. Cudgel. I’onroil, Spring 
Wheat and Buttersc-otch If., are the others, and 
while this uuartet is promising, they do not meas- 
ure up t<» the standard of Harry Kelly, last year’s 
two-year-<dd chain)don of the west. 

The colt’s splendid record as a tw’o-year-old 
makes him the logical f.ivorite among tlu‘ eligibles 
claiming w’est<‘rn ownership and that he will go t(« 
the post carrying the hoiMs of most of the west- 
erners ap|M‘ars to be a reasonable certaint.v. Tin* 
colt is cert.iinly entitled to most serious consiilera- 
tion, in view of his record as a two-year-ohl. Ii«> 
enjoys the distinction of having earned $14,944. 
which amount is far in excess of that earned by 
any other Derby eligible. His record includt i the 
winning of four stakes— Breeders’ Futurity, Bash- 
ford Manor. Spring Trial and Wliirl Stakes. In 
two other stakes — tlie IIuroM and Cincinnati Trophy, 
he lost first money by close margins. In the Cin- 
cinnati Trophy the Schorr colt was conceding 
nineteen pounds to Tom Mclhiwell’s Ameriia, whih 
in the Harold he gavi* away twelve iKiumls to 
Green Jones, which beat him only a head. Both 
of these defeats, the only ones ever suffered by 
Harry Kelly, were due to his bad behavior at the 
post, which exhausted him before the contest liad 
begun. 

Harry Kelly’s Temper Has Improved. 

Fortunatel.v this bad tendency to indulge in 
circus-like antics has lieen overcimie, and the colt 
is now as tractable and well behaved as any three- 
year-old «>n the track. 

llarr.v Kelly’s record surpasses that of any other 
western owned colt, and it will .stand favorabU- 
comparkson with the n'cord of any of the eastern 
cracks. His first start w’as at Lexington hist 
spring in a special purse race, whicli he won 
easily. This was the only imrsi* race in which he 
started, his six subsequent starts all Iwdng in 
stake races. His second start was in tlie Breeil- 
ers’ Futurity at I.,«‘xington. in which he met Mid- 
wa.v. West.v Hogan and others at (Mjual weiglits. 
and won. In winning he set a new track reconl 
by running five-eightiis in 5.S%. His next victory 
was in th<‘ Bashford Manor Stakes at ('hun-hiil 
Downs, and shortly afterward he triumphed in 
tile Spring Trial Stakes at Douglas Dark. His 
next two engagements were at Latonia, in the 
Har«d<l Stakes ami ('incinnati Tniidiy, in Ixdh of 
whii-Ii 1 m* met def(*at. The i-olt’.s last engagement 
was in tlie Whirl Strikes run at Empire Gity, wliich 
he w’on liandily, and in doing s*> to*ik some of tin* 
eastirn cracks into <*amp. After this race he was 
retired for the year and did not race at any of the 
fall meetings in Kentucky. 

Together with the other memlM*rs of the Schorr 
establishment, Harry Kelly has b**en in training 
all winter at Douglas Dark in this city, the stable 
bi ing in charge of (Jeorge Land, who trained the 
Schorr horses so successfully last year. Harry 
Kelly, togetlier with the remainder of the stable 
has wintered well, and will come out of Avinter 
ipiarters in the best iKi.ssible condition. He has 
not had one day’s sickness since last fall, has im- 
proved wonderfully in looks, and is now over six- 
teen hands high, lading tall for a three-year- 
old. He has not broadened out as much as ex- 
IK’cted. He ami Green Jones are undoubtedly the 
tallest Derby colts in local training. 

Bad Weather Has Not Interfered with Work. 

T nfiivorable w**ath( r h:is not int *rfered xvitli 
the training of the K**horr Derb.v c<dts. Begard- 
h*ss of we;:ther. tiie.v have been out on the track 
every morning for tlieir dail.v exercise, consisting 
of long g:ilIops and somelimes a mild ’gallop 
tlirough the stn*tch. Tliose who have seen llarr.v 
Killy in some of these works declare the colt is 
still imssessed of the dazzling s|M*ed that iliarac 
terized him last year, and they pn*dict he will be 
able to maintain it over tlie Derby route of a 
mile and a quarter. Man.v horsemen here declare 
tliat the son of ritimus— Woo.llane is the fastest 
horse raced in Kentuck.v in a good man.v years, and 
Jim Branham, tlie colored blacksmith, who has 
been plating tliorouglibreds for over twent.v-fiAO 
.vears and wlio puts the shoes on Harry Kelly, made 
the statement a few ilays ago that tlie colt is 
tlie fastest racer he ever saw’. Br.iniiam has be(*n 
plating horses for tlie Schorr stable for tw’ent.v years 
and is ng.irded as one of the best judge’s of a 
horse herealmuts. The colt in all of Ids races and 
w’ork-outs indicates that Le loves to run, and when 
a horse shows this dis|K>sition he is liound to de- 
veloi) into a great racer, the experts say. Being 
by ritimus. the sire of Luke McLuke, they point 
out th.’it Harry K(?ll.v should l>e able to run over a 
long distance of ground. 

Although Ilarry Kelly is tlie bright star in the 
Schorr estaldisiiiuent, the other D<*rby eligibles ar<* 
not being overlooked b.v the stable mamigement. 
They are also being given careful attention, with 
a view’ of starting them in the big race. Gmlgel 
ranks next to Ilarry Kelly and will probably lx* 
sent to the jMist in the big rai’e, in the event that 
the ritimus colt does not start. Cudgel has show’ii 
a good growth and is now the picture of an ideal 
Derby rac<*r. Ills record, as a two-year-old, w’hile 
not as brilliant as that of his stablemate, is 
iieAcrtheless good, and entitles him to considera- 
tion as a probable factor in the race. 

Schorr’s Fifteen Two-Year-Olds. 

Cudgel is a bay colt by Broomstick — Eugi*nia 
Burch, and won last year five races out of twelve 
starts, with total earnings of $3,030. Being by 
BriKimstick, th.ere apiamrs to be no question con 
cerning his ability to go a long route, inasmuch as 
Meridian and Regret, Imth iK-rby winners, were 
b.v the same sire. Of the other Schorr IH*rb.v colts. 
Butterscotch II. and Spring Wheat have each won 
three races, while Denrod is credited with one. 

The Schorr stable, on the w’liide, this year is 
formidable, and gives promise of maintaining its 
reputation as one of the most successful of the 
western stables. I.jist year the stable was fourth 
in the list of .\merioaii winning owners, with a 
total of $.75. .70S, lM*ing he.-ided by 11. G. Bedwidl, 
R. T. Wilson and August Belmont. Of this 
amount Ed Crump won $10,351, Harry Kelly $14.-

Hot Springs. Ark., Mareli 10, — A heavy rain dur- 
ing the morning hours couA’erted the course into a 
sloppy state and probably also caused a n*ductioii 
in the attendance. But on this score tlie manage- 
ment had little cause for complaint, as the patron- 
age AA’us gi'iierous. There wras also a substantial 
increase in the numbiT of price quoters in the ring, 
tliirt.v-one being in line. Tlie changed going did 
not seem to make any material difference in the 
racing, for tlie sport was keen with s(*veral close 
finishes contributing excitement. 

The mile and a sixteenth handicap, in w’hich only 
four started, resulted in a A'ictor.v for Bryniimah 
over OpiMirtuuity and Grumpy, the trio landing 
closel.v togerher and the Ixiwe representative’s suc- 
cess Ixdiig principally due to the ginxl riding that 
Lykes gave him. 

A good thing w’as uncoA’ored from the Grant Hugh 
BroAvne stable in the opA*ning dash in Manister 
Toi. He Avas supported witli rare confidence and 
made goml after a hard drive to outstay Nepotism. 

Jolin LoAve made it a double for tlie afteriiiMUi, 
w’ben his David Craig accounted for the sprint 
handicap, in which he lM*at Hanovia and Knltnr, 
Avith the lienvily-baeked favorite. Mars Cassidy, fol- 
lOAving. 

In the second race J. C. Culm had the distinction 
of saddling Alex <;etz. the first winner that he 
has sent to the ixist for his new employer, B. J. 
Brannon. 

The Duke spreadeagled his opiiositioii in the third 
race. 

Zim Can Only Finish Third. 

On tlie strength of his victory over Old Rosebud 
at Juarez recently, Zim Avas given a lot of back- 
ing. but lie eonld onl.v finish tliird, Lukemae beat- 
ing liim at the end for second place. 

Judge F’rancis Nelson w’as back at his post during 
tlie afternoon. He w-ns the recipient of many mes- 
sages of sympathy fnim friends, ov-er tiie loss of his 
son. Additional advici*s from Canadian headiiiiarters 
in OttuAva Iiave Major Gregor.v Nelson dying in 
action at the front on March .7. He was barel.v 
21 years and h.id l>een honored b.v promotion on 
several oi*easions for distinguished bravery. At 
the time of his death he enjoyed the distinction 
of lM*ing a major. He has been continunll.v on the 
figliting line since last Ma.v and was second in 
eoininand of liis Battalion. During the fierce bat- 
tle of Courcellette he was the only officer left in 
liis Battalion of 1,4(M) men. Judge Nelson rt*e«*iA’cd 
a cable from Major Nelson onl.v two weeks ago, in 
Avhieli lie stated that he w-as enjoying good health 
and had not sis'iit a single day aw’ay from the 
firing line on aeeount of injury. 

Hart Newman is eontemplutiiig selling all his 
horses, Avith a view' to rtRiring from racing for a 
wliile to dcA’ote his attention to his extensive raneli- 
ing properties. 

Jockey Shannon aa'us suspemh*d b.v tiie starter 
for one Avt*ek in the first race for disobedience at 
the post. 

Jockey L. Gentr.v was suspended indefinitely b.v 
Judge Nelson for his seeming lack of earnest effort 
on Raggedy Man in the uiK*ning dash.

NEWS FROM KENTUCKY BREEDING FARMS. 



The “eighties” were certainly rich in ex- 
ci'ptionally good horses, ns will l>e generally ad- 
mitted when 1 recall the fact that amongst the 
“elassie” winners during that period are enrolled 
the names of Bend Or, Robert the Devil. Tln*bais. 
St. Gatien, M<‘lton, Paradox, Ormonde, lYonovan and 
Seabreeze. There may lie some who will take ob- 
jection to the introduction of St, Gatien to this 
select little party, on the ground that ho could only 
run a dead heat with a nuKlerate colt like Har- 
vester for the Derby, but it is never safe to judge 
a horse’s merits by the result of one race, and it 
is ijuite certain that St. (iatien had not come to 
anything like his best form, or else was by no 
means himself when he ran at Epsom, though even 
ns it was, the geiH‘ral opinion was that he ought to 
have won, and would certainly have done so had the 
dead heat lx*en run off. Be this as it may, the back- 
end of that season saw him in his true colors, and 
his easy victory in the Cesarew’itch under 122 
I>ounds w’as one of the best performances ever ac- 
complished in that race. A fortnight later his 
stable companion Florence, carried off the Cam- 
bridgeshire under 127 pounds and, from w’lmt he 
couhl do w-ith her at home, then? is no doubt that 
140 pounds would not have stopped him in that 
race. 

It is, however, of Ormonde that I wish to write, 
as he is generally considered to be St. Simon’s 
chief rival for the proud title of the best horse 
the world has ever seen. As was the case with St. 
Simon, the only time that anything ever fiuislied 
in front of him w’as in liis first trial, wiiich took 
place over three-rpiarters in the first week of Oeto- 
l)cr, and is thus given by John Porter in his in- 
teresting book “Kingsclere:”

It st?ems a little strange that the last-named 
should bave been asked to give thirteen i>ounds to 
Kendal, and I imagine that his weight is a mis- 
print. This, how’ever, is of small consequence, the 
main point being that Kendal won by a length and, 
as a result, Ormonde w’as started for a minor race 
at the Second October meeting, instead of opposing 
Minting in the Middle Park Plate. 

Ormonde Came to Hand Rapidly. 

In the trial given above, Ormonde had his elothes 
off for the first time in his life, and was by no 
means wound up, but the gallop did him a great 
deal of good and he came to hand rapitlly. Thus 
he Inul no difficulty in upsetting the slight odds 
laid on Motlwena in a Post Sweepstakes over the 
Bretby Stakes course, and followed this up by 
cantering away w’ith the Criterion Stakes and Dew- 
liurst 1‘late. This was .a marvelous year for two- 
year-olds. as, in addition to Onnoiuh*, Minting and 
The Bard, went into winter quarters with unbeaten 
certificates, though the last-named had been hard 
at it from IJneoln to Doncaster, and had earned 
sixteen brackets. They did not keep horses to 
kM»k at a quarter of a century ago. Then there 
was Saraband, which had won six of the eight en- 
gagements he had fulfilled, and whose third in the 
Middle Park Plate show’ed him to be only three 
lK>unds behind Minting. 

The Bard w'as not engaged in the Tw’o Thousand, 
but Ormonde, Minting and Saraband made their first 
appearance as three-year-olds in that race. The 
slightest shade of o«lds w’as accepted about Mint- 
ing. in which Matthew' Dawson, not unnaturally, 
felt unlimited confidence; whilst, thanks to Archer 
lK»ing in the sadille — the great jockey had an even 
bigger following than Woottoon has now' — Sarband 
W’as a slightly better favorite than Ormonde, which 
ran untried, and started at 7 to 2. How’cver, he 
won so easily from Minting that Mr, Vyner did not 
think it worth while to run his big horse in the 
Derby. Imt employed him more profitably in picking 
up the (Jrand I’rize of Paris, this being the last 
British viitory in that event until Major I.M)der 
scored with Spearmint, just twenty years later. 

The Bard a Worthy Opponent. 

Ormonde was not. however, to have a W’alk-over 
for the Derby, for The Bard was amongst the opi»o- 
sition, aml*I have always considereil that this was 
the stiffest race that the great horse ever had until 
his wind became affected. Just for a few’ strides 
as they de.seended the hill from Tattenham Corner, 
the little colt — for The Bard was scarcely more than 
a pony — fairkv held him; but outside the distam*e, 
w’here the slight climb for home iK'gan, Ormonde’s 
superior stride told its inevitable tale. It W’as 
another example of the truth of the old saying that 
“a good big one will always beat a good little one,” 
and the only exceptions that I ever remember to this 
rule occurred in races over long courses. In 
the IIardwi< ke Stakes at Ascot, Ormonde easily beat 
Melton, the Derby winner of the preceding year, 
and 7 to 1 wais laid on him for the St. Leger, in 
which St. Mirin W’as the l>est of his opponents, and 
he only had an exercise canter. He w'as allow’ed a 
couple of walk -overs before the end of th.at season, 
and w’henever he ran prohibitive odds on him were 
asked for. 

Unhappily, about the time of the St. Leger, symi>- 
toms of his w’ind being affected had been detected. 
These naturally grew' worse as time went on and, 
as a four-year-old, he w’as a pronounced roarer. 
This makes his iM*rforinance in the Hardwick* 
Stakes all the more phenomenal. The Sw'inley 
course is about as severe a mile .and a half as can 
l>e found in England, and yet he beat Minting b> 
a neck. A practical w’alk-over for the Imi>erial 
<;old Cup at the Newmarket July meeting closed 
his marvelous career ami h<* w’ent to the stud in 
tlw following year. In his first season he sired 
two first-class horses in Ornie and Goldfinch, but 
then hud a bad attack of fever. The Duke of 
Westminster, who had a strong objection ti 
breeding from a roarer, sold him for $<*0,000, and lit 
W'as subsequently pass<Ml on for $1.50,0(KI, but his 
severe attack of illness seemed to take all tlu 
vitality out of him, and he did little more good 
— “Augur” in Sporting Life. 



Cincinnati, Ohio. ^larcli 10. — Entries to the La- 
tonia Derby, to be run during the coming spring 
im*eting at Latonia. w'crc made public today by 
g«‘nernl manager John Haehmelster.

There are enough, however, 
to make a great race and as the Latonia Derby is 
tlie only real bona-fide Derby on this continent, it 
takes a three -year-old writh plenty of stamina and

TATTERSALL’S HORSE MART. 

Famous Exchange and Racing Headquarters Was 
Established in London in 1776. 

The niosf famous horse mart in the w'orld is Tat- 
tersall’s in L*mdon. A romantic history attaches 
to this establishment. 

In 1770 a **ertaiu Ri*‘hard Tatt**rsall, a w*x)l 
comber of Y’orkshir*', w'h*> had lost his f**rtuiie dur- 
ing tlie Ja*'obite rebellion, obtained a ninety -nin* 
years’ lease of a tract of gr*»und in Ixiiulon and 
ther*‘on built an establishment for the sale of 
horses an*l hounds. 

Tatt**rsall was on friendly terms with the prince 
regent. Ixinl Boliiigbroke. ami others. wli*»se patron 
age greatly aid***! tlie enterprise. Such, in<l*'e*l, w'as 
the friemlship b**twe**n the prin**e and Tattersall 
that the bust *if G***»rge *m top of the fountain in 
the saleyard was so placed at the prince’s own 
r*sim*st. 

In *iu*‘ time a larg** slice of luck came Tatter 
sail’s way. Ix>r*l B**lingbr*>ke ran heavily into *lebt 
ami hy w'ay of setth*iiieiit pass***! on t*i Tattersall 
his famous ra**er Highflyer. whi**h l)«***;inie th* 
father *>f tint*** D**rby winners. The prog**ny *»f this 
luirse in eight****u years are sai*l t** have w*ni ra**ei 
to the value **f no less than $.58.5.000, Tattersjill 
built himself a palatial country resitleuce m*ur 
Ely. calling it “Highflyer Hall.” 

Tattcrsall’s came t*> be th** hea*lquarters for the 
laying of turf wagers. Iininensi* sums were won 
ami lost th**r**. The Mar*iuis of Hastings l*>st more 
than $.500.tMM) on one race alone, and, it is said. 
m»t infrequently similar amounts changed hands on 
“settling days” at “Old Tatt’s.” *ir “The Corner,” 
as the pla**e was sometimes called. 

All *'las.s**s of society mingled at Tatt**rsaH’s, 
Dukes an*l stable Iniys were brothers in the excited 
*-row'*l, prepared to wager on any tiling and every- 
thing. This state of tilings le*l to su*‘h a s**amlal 
that up(*n til** **xpiration **f the lease tlie firm was 
refused a renewal. In its new* establishment no 
betting was iiermitted. 

At the iii(Kl**rn Tattersall’s some enormous prices 
for rac«*rs an* *><*casioiially **htaim*d. It w'as h«*re 
tliat Flying Fox was s*»hl to a Frem*h owm*r f*»r 
$1.S9.000. lien* also S**eptre as a yearling was sohl 
f*.r $.50. (MK). La Fl**che for $00, 150 and Blair Athol 
for only a trifle less.

HOPEFUL OUTLOOK FOR FRENCH RACING. 

Selection Races May Be Held at Chantilly This 
Year Instead of at Caen. 



Perhaps the most encouraging new's, from the 
racing point of view, w'e have recently re**eive*l, 
is the statement that there is a iiossibility of the 
French “selection” contests taking place at Chan- 
tilly this year instea*! of at Caen. Chantilly, as 
everyone knows, is not very far from Paris, ami 
the mere suggestfon that racing is likely to lie 
h**ld tliere next month is in itself matter for cou- 
grutulation, as it affonls the lH*st iHissible pr*)of 
tliat our Allies share to the full our own ***m- 
fidence that the enemy w'ill ere long be brought 
to his km*es. Nowhere oiitshle of the British Isles 
is tlie imeessity of maintaining unimpaired the 
purity of the thoroughbred h*>rse and his desceml- 
ants more thoroughly appreciated tlian in France, 
ami it may be taken for granted that racing 
there would long ago have lieen r**sumed ha*l 
such a course been in the least iiracticable. Last 
y**ar. at (’aen, where the “selection” races w'ere 
*leci*le*l. only those iieople directly ooncerne*! were 
l>erinitte<l to atteml, ami it appears that the same 
restrictions are to lie enforced in the event of 
the anticipate*! sanction being fortli***)iiiing as re- 
gards (''hantilly. but it is all to the g*)*»*l that tlie 
governineiit of the great republic recognizes the 
*l**sirability of such important tests lH*ing carrieil 
out *m a tra**k where really reliable results may be 
**ouiited uixm w’ith reasonable certainty.

Here, in England, wre have all along been more 
fortunately pla****!, in spite of the *1et**rmin**d **fforts 
of the “stay-at-li*nnes.” who l*>ok askam-e at sixirt 
in ev**ry Linn, either in war or p**aee time, ami thus 
“8ele**tion” races, of w'liicli the Tw’o Thousand and 
One Thousand Guineas and the I>t*rby. Oaks, ami 
St. Leger substitutes are the prineiiiul, have been 
supplemented by nunieroiis *>thers of the most suita- 
ble sort for ascertaining which of our horses and 
man*s are the w'ortlii**st to l>e br***l from. It is 
easy to imagine what wonhl have haiqien***! had no 
siieli tests of merit been available since the war 
broke out; for instan**e. w*e slionhl probably m*ver 
even have heard of Hurry On. much less of Claris- 
siniiis, Fifiiiella. (’anyon, ami others, all of whom 
without the ne*-essary opiM)rt|inities to *lisplay their 
excellence, w'ould have rt'niained absolutely iin- 
kmiw'n tpiantities. Fortunately, however, tlie c**ii- 
timiity of our elassi** **<*iitests has been iiiaintaiiie*!, 
even if the actual races, in some instances, have 
taken place at Newiiuirket. instead of at Ei*s*ini ami 
Doncaster. We know', therefore, b**y«>ml *loiiht, 
w'hich W'ere the liest c*dts ami fillies of their age 
last y**ar. ami, all going well, e*iual facilities w'lll 
be forthcoming this season.
